Legislature fails 
to meet deadline

(AP) — The Missouri Legisla­ 
ture failed Sunday 
night to 
meet a deadline for approving 
appropriation bills, leaving a 
special session or rule suspen­ 
sion 
as 
the only rem aining 
ways for the money m easures 
to reach the governor’s desk. 
The 
self-imposed 
midnight 
deadline expired as the House 
and 
Senate 
rem ained 
dead­ 
locked on a funding plan for 
state universities and increased 
aid to junior colleges. 


“ We either suspend the rules 
or we don’t pass the bill,” said 
House Speaker Richard Rab- 
bitt. "We tried to get a com ­ 
promise. We didn’t so we’ll sus­ 
pend the/ rules.” 
That m ay not be as easy as it 
sounds, 
since some senators 
say a special session m ay be 
needed to clear up the money 
m atters. 
"T here are all sorts of possi­ 


bilities, and a special session is 
one of them ,” said Senate P res­ 
ident Pro Tern William Cason. 
The Senate leader would not 
comment on whether he’d sup­ 
port suspending the rules to 
permit passage of the appro­ 
priations bills, but was over­ 
heard telling Senate Appropria­ 
tions Com mittee Chairman Nor­ 
man M errell that it does not 
speak very well for the Demo­ 
cratically controlled legislature 
to need a special session to 
pass the appropriations bills. 


Merrell and four other m em ­ 
bers of the Senate conference 
com m ittee had trooped over to 
the House side of the Capitol 
several tim es late Sunday but 
the House would not retreat 
and adjourned a few m intues 
before the 12 a.m. deadline. 
The Senate quickly followed 
suit. 
At issue is the House desire 
to fund the nine state univer­ 


sities on a straight per-student- 
hour form ula, while the Senate 
wants the Coordinating Board 
for Higher Edcation’s plan of 
giving more money to schools 
offering 
courses 
which 
cost 
more to provide. 


Another part of the dispute 
centers around the Senate’s de­ 
sire to provide a $3.2 million in­ 
crease in state aid to junior col­ 
leges, while the lower cham ber 
supports only a $1.2 million 
boost. 


Since the appropriations bills 
must be taken in numerical or­ 
der. the college funding dispute 
must first be resolved before 
the legislature can get to con 
sideration of $52 million worth 
of capital improvements and 
another m easure to fund the 
General Assembly 
The legislature ran into this 
sam e problem last year, and 
handled 
it 
by extending the 
working day by an additional 17 


hours Kabbitt had said several 
weeks ago that the deadline 
would be met this session.

n ow an in flu en tial Washin gton 
attorn ey , who phon ed the White 
Hou se in Bartels’ behalf. 
Bu t the White Hou se refu sed to 
sav e Bartels. The n ex t morn in g, 
he met again with Ty ler an d 
asked for still more time to 
decide. A few hou rs later, Ty ler 
n otified Bartels that his time 
was u p. 
Ou r sou rces say Bartels was 
bou n ced to take the stin g (Hit of 
hearin g schedu led this week by 
Sen . Hen ry Jackson , D.-Wash. 
His su bcommittee has been 
in v estigatin g the charges we 
raised in ou r colu mn s. 
We 
disclosed, for ex ample, that: 
-- Top n arcotics officials had 
been so bu sy in v estigatin g on e 
an other that they had little time 
to cope with the dope dealers. 
Despite 
record 
high 
bu dgets, DEA had been u n able 
to stem the flow of heroin in to 
the 
cou n try . An 
estimated 
125,000 
n ew 
addicts, 
we 
reported, became hooked in the 
past y ear alon e. 
- The han dlin g of in tern al 
corru ption cases was sloppy .

barrassin g situ ation .” 
- We reported that corru pt 
DEA agen ts had been cau ght 
dealin g in the dru gs they were 
su pposed to be su ppressin g. 


- As early as 1960, the dru g 
e n f or ce m e n t 
a ppa r a t u s 
main tain ed close ties with the 
Cen tral 
In telligen ce Agen cy . 
DEA has 64 former CIA em­ 
ploy es on its pay roll an d an other 
13 n arcotics agen ts were train ed 
by the CIA at its su persecret 
cou n terespion age school, 
we 
reported. 


--An dwe rev ealed that the 
dru g agen ts main tain ed lov e 
traps for the CIA in New York 
City an d San Fran cisco. Foreign 
diplomats were lu red in to these 
apartmen ts by prostitu tes in the 
pay of the CIA, which filmed the 
sex u al adv en tu res throu gh 
hidden on e-way mirrors an d late 
tried to blackmail the v ictims 
in to becomin g in forman ts. 
We began ou r in v estigation of 
the DEA in Nov ember 1974, two 
mon ths before we pu blished the 
first story . Ou r associate, Bob 
Owen s, con fron ted the DEA with 
charges that 
Bartels was 
cov erin g u p an in v estigation of 
an assistan t, Vin cen t Promu to. 
Thereafter, DEA kept a sharp 
ey e on u s. On e in tern al memo 
warn ed that we were “familiar”

The DEA office in 
Thailan d gav e u p, ex plain in g 
in a memo that “n on e of the 
Ban gkok n ewspapers su bscribe 
to Jack An derson ’s colu mn s.” 
Bu t in most places, Bartels, 
orders 
were 
meticu lou sly 
obey ed. 
Respon din g to ou r 
charges, it seemed, had priority 
ov erfightin g 
the 
dru g 
smu gglers“ 


The Seattle region al director 
assu red Bartels that “all 
su perv isors 
were 
held 
respon sible to in su ri? that each 
employ e read an d in itialed” the 
fou r-page opu s. In Boston , the 
region al director “person ally 
read Mr. Bartels’ letterto all 
Boston region al office agen ts.” 
In Detroit, the region al director 
boasted that he had su bmitted 
the letter to the Detroit Free 
Press u n der his own sign atu re. 


An d the chief of the NewYork 
dru g task force wrote to Bar­ 
tels: “We hav e read sev eral 
artricles 
by 
colu mn ist 
JackAn derson which hav e been 
less than complimen tary to the 
Dru g 
E n f or c e m n t 
Admin istration 
... 
You r ac­ 
c om pl i s hm e n t s 
an d 
profession alism are deserv in g 
of accolades n ot criticism.” 


The American people will be 
able to ju dge the DEA for 
themselv es, howev er, after Sen . 
Jackson 
has 
con clu ded 
his 
hearin gs.

Presiden t Hu bert Hu mphrey . It 
helped swin g states to FDR. It 
in trodu ced a n ew boy in town - 
Jack Ken n edy . An d it permitted

MAYAGUEZ 
AFTERMATH 
President Ford and Secretary of State Kissinger have 
both 
moved swiftly to try and capitalize on the political 
fallout of the Mayaguez affair. The President rejected a 
new isolationism and has again proclaimed that the U.S. 
will honor its pledge to defend South Korea. Meanwhile 
Kissinger, in Europe, was reaffirming the U.S. com­ 
mitment to West Berlin specifically and to Western 
Europe generally. 
This is all to the good. The world must believe that the 
U.S. will to act has not been shattered by the trauma of 
our southeast Asia defeats and that we are not in fact 
turning toward a new isolationism. This is so self- 
evidently important that we are sure it must have b een 
the major, and not the minor, consideration as the ad­ 
ministration debated its response to the Cambodian 
seizure of the ship. At that psychological moment we 
desperately needed something that would give some 
credence to our international word. The President 
certainly made this point when he said in an interview 
with European correspondents that his handling of the 
Mayaguez incident “should be a firm assurance that the 
United States is capable and has the will to act in 
emergencies and challenges.’’ The same satisfaction 
came through in Dr. Kissinger’s reply to reporter Marvin 
Kalb, who asked for his comment on criticism that the 
U.S. had used force against Cambodia too quickly: 
“Come on, Marvin, break down. Maybe we did 
something right. Statistically we are bound to do 
something right once in a while.’’ 
We’d prefer to think, however, that the Mayaguez will 
not go down in history merely as a statistical aberration. 
The administration action was right and scored a definite 
plus, but it should also be remembered that the real test 
of U.S. intention and will is not a confrontation with a 
military pygmy, such as Cambodia. Far too much 
damage has been done to our honor and world image for 
it to be restored as simply at that. Other, far more 
significant tests are likely to come to us as the Com­ 
munist world seeks to determine whether the American 
character now represents mush or steel. Since one of 
those tests could well be in Korea, Congress could 
reinforce the Mayaguez fallout and President Ford’s 
words if it would go on record, in the name of the 
American people, with its own pledge that the U.S. 
commitment to South Korea is still good.

POLLUTIONCONTROL 
COUNTDOWN 
Ten years from now the United States is either going to 
have a lot of clean plants or a lot fewer plants, say some 
observers. 
The often painful choice between environmental 
quality and increased productivity has been confronting 
the nation for some time, of course. What has given the 
matter new urgency is the release by the Ford ad­ 
ministration of $9 billion in previously authorized funds 
for the Environmental Protection Agency, coupled with 
the EPA’s fast- approaching 1977 deadline for com­ 
pliance. 
The ostrichlike attitude of some companies that the 
EPA will make exceptions is fast disappearing as they 
realize they will either have to fish or cut bait. 
“The U.S. simply can’t afford to risk building plants 
that may be closed down by government agencies,” says 
Thomas P. O’Boyle, president of the Ecodyne Corp., 
which is involved in the water and waste treatment field. 
Private industry, as well as municipalities and 
utilities, are already clamoring for the most efficient and 
up-to-date equipment. A study by the marketing firm of 
Frost & Sullivan forecasts that spending on pollution 
control equipment and services will double within the 
next 10 years.

GOODBYE DDT, 
HELLO BT 
In recent years, armies of spruce budworms, gypsy 
moths and tussock moths — each as formidable as 
Pharoah’s plague of locusts — have been attacking the 
nation’s forests. 
Time was when the problem could be handled by aerial 
spraying with DDT. But while it controlled the pests and 
saved trees, DDT was also harmful to other insects and 
animals and was banned in 1967. 
Control of the winged raiders became something of a 
scramble after that, with different regions using dif­ 
ferent techniques with uncertain degrees of effectiveness 
at best. 
Now comes the news that chemists have isolated one 
of nature’s own organisms that could be mass produced 
and harnessed in fighting the forest pests . 
Bacillus Thuringiensis, or “BT,” is a bacterium that is 
deadly only to lepidopterous insects, the order that in­ 
cludes moths, and is not harmful to any other form of life. 
Moreover, birds and other predators are said to thrive on 
larvae that have ingested BTs. 
In Maine, where five-million acres of forest are in­ 
fested with spruce budworm, the state’s Department of 
Conservation has asked the legislature for $13 million to 
spray the trees with BTs. The U.S. Forest Service has 
approved the use of “Dipel,” manufactured by Abbot 
Laboratories, as a BT for effective spraying. 
However, any BT, somewhat like any penicillin, is said 
to be able to do the job.

Give the people light and they

They found that 
it cost them more in the long run 
in higher crime rates, reduced 
business 
activity 
and 
more 
severe accidents. 
On the other hand, cities that 
are 
switching 
to 
improved 
lighting, 
especially 
brighter, 
more efficient sodium lamps, 
are 
experiencing 
just 
the 
reverse. In fact, the Federal 
Energy Commission is urging 
communities to upgrade, not 
extinguish, 
their 
lighting 
systems. 
For example, New York City’s 
program to install 86,000 new 
sodium lights throughout its five 
boroughs is expected to provide 
almost 50 per cent more light to 
help reduce street crime and yet 
save more than a million gallons 
of oil annually. 
Even a small city like Salem, 
Ore., is netting a 42 per cent 
increase in lighting levels and a 
42 per cent cut in energy used, 
says the magazine.

WASHINGTON — We began a 
series of columns last January 
e x p o s i n g 
m a l f e a s a n c e , 
misfeasance and nonfeasance 
inside the Drug Enforcement 
Administration. 
We 
charged 
that internal dissension had 
crippled the agency and had 
weakened the war 
against 
narcotics. 
Our articles triggered a series 
of events which has culminated 
in the forced resignation of 
Administrator John Bartels. He 
was asked to resign by Deputy 
Atty. Gen. Harold Tyler. 
Bartels 
resisted 
at 
first, 
saying he needed time “ to sleep 
on it.” He immediately got in 
tough 
with 
one 
of 
his 
predecessors, Myle Ambrose, 
now an influential Washington 
attorney, who phoned the White 
House in Bartels’ behalf. 
But the White House refused to 
save Bartels. The next morning, 
he met again with Tyler and 
asked for still more time to 
decide A few hours later, Tyler 
notified Bartels that his time 
was up. 
Our sources say Bartels was 
bounced to take the sting out of 
hearing scheduled this week by 
Sen Henry Jackson, D.-Wash 
His subcommittee has been 
investigating the charges we 
raised in our columns. 
We 
disclosed, for example, that: 
-- Top narcotics officials had 
been so busy investigating one 
another that they had little time 
to cope with the dope dealers. 
Despite 
record 
high 
budgets, DEA had been unable 
to stem the flow of heroin into 
the 
country. 
An 
estimated 
125,000 
new 
addicts, 
we 
reported, became hooked in the 
past year alone. 
- The handling of internal 
corruption cases was sloppy We 
quoted 
from 
a 
confidential 
m anagem ent 
study, 
which 


warned that the number of 
unresolved 
corruption 
cases 
leaves “ the agency in an em­ 
barrassing situation.” 
- We reported that corrupt 
DEA agents had been caught 
dealing in the drugs they were 
supposed to be suppressing. 


- As early as 1960, the drug 
e n f o r c e m e n t 
a p p a r a t u s 
maintained close ties with the 
Central 
Intelligence Agency. 
DEA has 64 former CIA em­ 
ployes on its payroll and another 
13 narcotics agents were trained 
by the CIA at its supersecret 
counterespionage 
school, 
we 
reported. 


-Andwe revealed that the 
drug agents maintained love 
traps for the CIA in New York 
City and San Francisco. Foreign 
diplomats were lured into these 
apartments by prostitutes in the 
pay of the CIA, which filmed the 
sexual 
adventures 
through 
hidden one-way mirrors and late 
tried to blackmail the victims 
into becoming informants. 
We began our investigation of 
the DEA in November 1974, two 
months before we published the 
first story. Our associate, Bob 
Owens, confronted the DEA with 
charges 
that 
B artels 
was 
covering up an investigation of 
an assistant, Vincent Promuto. 
Thereafter, DEA kept a sharp 
eye on us. One internal memo 
warned that we were “familiar" 
with “ the 
Promuto m atter.” 
Later, 
Bartels drafted a four- 
page , single-spaced response to 
one of our columns and ordered 
every DEA employe to read it. 
From Thailand to Turkey, 
DEA 
agents 
were 
also 
in­ 
structed to make sure Bartels’ 
opus was published in the local 
newspapers. The DEA office in 
Thailand gave up, explaining 
in a memo that “none of the 
Bangkok newspapers subscribe 
to Jack Anderson’s columns.” 
But in most places, Bartels,

were 
m eticulously 
obeyed.

charges, it seemed, had priority

The Seattle regional director 
assured 
B artels 
that 
‘‘all

In Boston, the 
regional director “ personally 
read Mr. Bartels’ letterto all 
Boston regional office agents.” 
In Detroit, the regional director 
boasted that he had submitted 
the letter to the Detroit Free 
Press under his own signature.

Will Makes Waves: Strong New 
Breed Labor Chief Takes Over 
Politically 
Sharp 
Garment 
Union 
NEW YORK - There was an 
ancient time in this town when 
David 
Dubinsky’s 
pins 
and 
needles union couldn’t fix a 
traffic ticket or prevent its 
business agents from getting 
their heads smashed. Then this 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union, center of the $30 
billion 
cloak, 
suit, 
dress, 
brassiere and corset, underwear 
and children’s garments and a 
thousand accessories industry, 
invented modern labor political 
action. 
Then it became the mother of 
American Presidents - all the 
way from Franklin Roosevelt to 
Lyndon Johnson and the almost 
President Hubert Humphrey.

Chick Chaikin is no provincial.

Counties 
eligible for 
road funds, 
JEFFERSON CITY — State 
Rep. Fred E. “Gene” Copeland 
of New Madrid thas announced 
that the counties of New Madrid, 
m 
Dunklin and Mississippi will be 
eligible for additional monies to 
be spent on rural public roads 
not located on the federal-aid 
highway 
system 
under 
a 
program to be administered by 
the Missouri 
State Highway 
Commission. 
A formula was devised to 
distribute the money to all 
counties equitably. The formula 
makes $56,071 available to New 
Madrid County, 
$51,652 to 
Dunklin County and $31,145 to 
Mississippi County. 
The funds are to be used to 
finance up to 70 per cent of 
project 
costs, 
including 
preliminary engineering, right- 
of-way 
acquisition, 
utility 
relocations, construction costs 
and engineering. Highway funds 
have traditionally been spent on 
state and federal highways;

plex. There was molasses and 
ammonia 
and fertilizer and 
tallow and mercury and nitric 
acid and pesticides and her­ 
bicides and paint thinner and 
dye and tailings and chlorine 
and fly ash., .the list goes on. 
There 
were 38 pollution- 
caused fish kills, 30 of which 
were in streams, the others in 
lakes. Frank Ryck, Department 
of Conservation water quality 
biologist, summarized the sad 
end of 163,246 fish which dried in 
33 kills where estimates were 
possible.

Two bills pass 


The English shipped the first 
blacks from Africa to Virginia 
in 1619, 12 years after the foun­ 
ding of thè Jam estow n settle­ 
m ent. In the first 40 years there 
w ere no more than 300 black 
slaves — all lowly labor was 


done by white indentured ser­ 
vants. But by the 1680s with the 
need for many more workers in 
the tobacco fields, blacks were 


brought in to the colonies at the 
rate of 60.000 a decade.
